INFLUENZA CASES 


TURNING POINT OF MALADY Is 
BELIEVED IN SIGHT BY 
HEALTH OFFICIALS. 


Reports of 931 new influenza cases 
since Monday, fifty-seven cases of 
influenza with pneumonia, and twen- 
ty deaths from influenza, twenty- 
four from influenza with pneumonia 
and seven deaths from pneumonia, 
were received yesterday by the 
health department. The figures al- 
80 include eleven cases additional 
of lobar pneumonia and nine, cases 
of bronchial pneumonia. 

The figures are practically the 
same as those reported on Monday, 
and the health officials say that tak- 
ing the cases reported on Sunday, 
Monday and yesterday, adding them 
together and dividing by three will 
give an average which just about 
equals the return each day, show- 
ing that if influenza is not checked, 
as yet, it is at least at a standstill, 
and a decrease in the figures can 
next be expected. : 

Dr. L. M. Powers and the health 
board officers stated yesterday that 
they are pleased with the manner 
in which the city has taken the 
regulations and of the way in which 
the general public set about to adopt 
the suggestions of the board. Gauze 
masks were quite common in large 
offices throughout the city yesterday, 
as for example, at Draft Board No. 
17 and other offices where the gen- 
eral public is coming and going ali 
day in numbers. 

The Supervisors yesterday made 
arrangements with the Volunteers of 
America to use the Maud Brooks 
Home on Vermont avenue, owned 
by the volunteers, for the care of 
children made orphans or left help- 
less by death or the severe iliness 
of their parents from Influenza.

WAR CORRESPOND ENTS’ 
HEADQUARTERS, Oct. 21 (de- 
layed.)——Our troops are engaged in 
heavy fighting on the whole length 
cf our front northeast of Courtrai 
to the southeast of Le Cateau for 
more than fifty miles, and in spite 
of the enemy’s desperate resistance 
1 order to hold the line of the 
Scheldt southward from Ghent cov- 
ering Tournai and Valenciennes, we 
Are getting close to that canal ev- 
oh where, and are beyond it be- 
tween Denain and Le Cateau. This 


— 

orning’s advance by our Second 
and Third armies threatens the 
crossings of the canal, and the two 
historic cities of Tournai and Valen- 
ciennes are now within our reach. 

There was terrific fighting yester- 
day by English, Sotch and Weleh 
divisions for the heights above the 
River Selle, and our tank corps ren- 
dered great service to the infantry 
by getting across to the east flank 
and destroying many German ma- 
chine-gun nests in spite of the flood- 
ed ground. 

ue engineers have been wonder- 
fully gallant in their work of throw- 
ing across pontoon bridges under 
heavy fire, especially under the hall 
of machine-gun bullets from high 
ground on the eneriy’s side, and by 
their coufage our Geld gunners were 
able to get across close behind the 
infantry and open fire on hostile 
positions at close range. 

CHOKED WITH GAS. . 

On the Third Army front, by the 
town of Solesmes, south of Valen- 
clennes, on the German line of re- 
sistance, there has been extremely 
severe fighting, and the enemy has 
massed artillery behind the Scheldt 
with which he barraged our line of 
advance fiercely, using large num- 
bers of gas shells in order to soak 
the woods and villages with poison 
vapor. The valleys o? the Avialiy 
and the Selle are choked with this 
gas and the German machine gun- 
ners have defended their positions 
stubbornly. Nevertheless, our troops 
broke down this opposition and 
have taken many hundreds of pris- 
oners, 

The German casualties have been 
heavy and on one part of our Third 
Army front 526 German dead. were 
counted last night. 

THE PITIFUL SIDE. 


That is the pitiful side of this 
fighting, and this morning around 
Courtrai I passed many groups of 
Flemish peasants, with their bables 
and old people passing our guns, 
trekking with wheelbarrows from 
one village to another in search of 
greater safety, or standing in the 
fields, where our artillery was just 
getting into action. I went into 
Courtrai itself this morning. It has 
now been freed from the enemy, 
but it was not wholliv a joyous 
ent like that into. Lille or Bruges 
or other towns, where civilian 
crowds have greeted any Englishmen 
with cheers and embraces. 

The people here, 25,000 to 30,000 
of them, have suffered too much to 
have any complete reaction, yet some 
of them called out “Good morning” 
and all of them doffed their hats 
to us, but with gravity and a kind 
of duliness, like people who have 
long been stunned by misery. I 
could not wonder at that. I was 
chilled by the sinister spirit of this 
„ld city, so beautiful in time of 
peace, with its tall belfry opposite 
Martin’s church; above its gabled 
houses and the French town hall 
and broad market place, where six 
centuries ago English merchants 
came to buy their cloth from the 
Flemish burghers, and where, after 
the battle of Spurs, many knights, 
with their broken armor and tat- 
tered plumes, were brought in as 
prisoners of the Flemish craftsmen 
who had fought against them for 
their liberty. 

Through many centuries of his- 
tory Courtrai has been a famous 
town in Flanders, with a rich trade 
in Sloth and wool, and from the 
windows of the houses still standing 
silken banners were hung to wel- 
come kings like the fourth Edward 
of England, or on the last days of 
the Guilds.

At the end of last week our troops 
were fighting on one side of the ca- 
nal, which cuts off part of the town, 
while the enemy was strong in the 
other and larger part beyond the ca- 
nal, where 25,000 people or more 
were shut up with them. That last- 
ed until Friday night with a roar of 
gunfire from the gardens and court- 
yards and neighboring fields, and the 
incessant sweep of machine-gun fire 
down the streets leading to the canal 
side. Later the fire slackened off, 
and on Saturday some of our patrols 
pushed across the river and were 
met by civilians, who said the Ger- 
mens were on their way back. 

Seven of our men went forward 
alcne, and were the {first British gol- 
diers to enter the Grande Place, and 
they took, the first weleome of the 
people, which was then full of en- 
thusiasm and joy of their liberation. 
They had suffered terrible things, 
but they thought they were safe now 
for several days. While the fight- 
ing lasted they had lived in their 
cellars, men, women and children 
herded together in thé dark and ner- 
row vaults, waiting there, sleeping 

there, eating there until the air be- 
came foul. Some people eager to 
escape from this confinement went 
| Up into the streets and were killed 
and wounded. Others stayed below, 
| with the cry of shells orhead and 
‘frightful. explosions shaking the 
streets about them. 
NEW FEAR BECUN. | 

When at last that had passed and 
the Germans left, they came up into 
| the fresh air to greet our. troops, 
but a new phase of fear began. Sat- 
urday the enemy was still close about 
, Courtrai, with his guns and men, and 
not respecting the town full of wom- 
jen and children as he had done at 
Lille and Tourcoing and Bruges and 
ether towns which he had been 
forced to deliver. He fired all 
through Saturday and ail yesterday, 
and when I went in there today he 
had not ceased. I had ‘hardly 
,reached Grande Place before a big 
shell arrived, bursting some distance 
away with a frightful crash, and. this

The German bombardment has 
damaged many houses, pierced holes 
in many walls and roefs, und scarred 
the noble old eh of St. Martin 
and broken most of t windows, but 
so far no great ruin has been made 
and the town is still standing with 
these wounds, and i hope the enemy 
“ i]! desist from this useless brutality, 
which is only harmful to noncom- 
batanhts, as we have no soldiers in 
the cits, and all our men are beyond 
it and around it. 

Most of the inhabitants speak only 
Flemish, but 1 had conversation with 
one man who speaks good French. 
I have heard many passionate things 
said by people who have undergone 
four years of oppression under Ger- 
man rule, but never have I seen so 
much fire or passion a8 was in this 


man's eyes, nor heard a volee sa 
vibrant with it. He tried to check 
hig emotion, but at every sentence 


his voice rose and thrilled, and he 
made a terrible denunciation of the 
German race as he had seen it in: 
Courtral. it was much the same 
story as from other towns in Bel 
givwm. Courtral had been robbed of 
all ite copper and all its wool down 
to the mattresses of the beds, and 
the enemy had loaded it with requl- 
sitions and fines and destroyed all 
its factories for cloth making. They 
did not take all the machines away; 
they took hammers and broke them 
to bits.

Acting Superintendent 
bulletin follows: 

During the present vaeation. the 
Board of Education has directed 
that the students of all schools be 
notified that they are expected to 
continue their school work by home 
study. To further this plan, a com- 
and teachers. 
met at the Superintendent’s office 
Tuesday. 

Students of high and intermediate 
schools are expected to study at 
least four hours a day, and should 
cover in the text- books an amount 
equivalent to the usual lesson as- 
signments for the period. Each stu- 
dent will be asked for a definite 
written report on the work done. 
Examinations will be given at the 
opening of school. Students may con- 
sult their teachers by telephone if 
necessary. For the teachers’ tele- 
phone numbers consult the directory 
or call the school clerk. The circu- 
lation department of the public u. 
brary is open for supplementary 
reading. 

Parents of children in the ele- 
mentary schools are urged to set 
aside a definite time in the day to 
be spent regularly by their children 
in study, if the children have their 
books at home. Otherwise, the time 
should be spent in reading books 
which will aid them in their studies 
on their return to school. This time 
should vary from one hour in the 
lower grades to three hours in the 
higher grades. 

The following are suggestions for 
high school work: 

English: In addition to reviews 
and reports on assignments by in- 
dividual teachers, students will read 
and report from some supplementary 
reading lists on file in all public 
libraries, 

History students should read at 
the rate of five to seven pages a 
day, and write out in full answers 
to questions at the end of each 
chapter. Read and report on some 
of the references given for each 
chapter. 

All students of mathematics 
should prepare a daily assignment 
equivalent to the usual lesson, 
working all examples and bringing 
in this work in neatly-written form 
on the day school opens. 

Commercial students will devote 
all the time possible to their mathe- 
matics, history, foreign languages 
and English, that their time, upon 
the reopening of school, may be de- 
voted largely to making progress in 
their specialized work. 

In the first-year Latin, the pupils 
will take an average of three les- 
sons a week in the text-book, writ- 
ing out the usual assignments. Pupils 
in others years will translate each 
day the same number of lines as 
were asstned daily before vacation. 

Students in beginning classes of 
modern languages are expected to 
continue oral and written study at 
the same rate as during the last 
week of school. Students in second. 
third and fourth-vear language 
work are to confine their stud to 
text reading, at the usual daily rate. 
In addition,.a written translation of 
twenty, thirty and forty lines, re- 
spectively, of the text ts to be made 
each day. 

The girls in cooking now have 
an opportunity to use a home labo- 
ratory, the kitchen, for the prepara- 
tion of meals, the d'ning-room for 
the serving of meals, and the home 
macazines as reference books on 
recipes and home management. A 
written statement from the home- 
keeper as to number of meals pre- 
pared and served will be required 
of each pupil. 

The girls in sewing and mffitnery 
will bring to the school the product 
ef their work in remodeling hats, 
gowns and Coats, elther to 
donated to the Red Cross or to be 
civen as conservaticn garments, or 
ta be used individually.

BATTLE MEDAL. 


Late Bishop Conaty’s Nephew 
Cited for Heroism. 


Attended Wounded Through 
Night Under Fire. 


Distinguished Service Badge is 
Accorded Him. 


A signal honor for heroism on the 
battlefield has been accorded to First 


[Lieutenant Charles C. Conaty, young- 


est brother of Rev. Francis J. Cona- 
ty, rector of the Cathedral chapel 
in this city, and nephew of the late 
Bishop Thomas J. Conaty of the Los 
Angeles diocese and of Joseph A. 
Conaty of the United States immi- 
gration service in this city. Lieut. 
Conaty is now chaplain of the One 
Hundred and Eleventh United States 
Infantry in France, and the honor 
he has won is the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal for an act of extraordinary 
heroism. 

The honor citation of the War De- 
partrnent, describing Chaplain Con- 
aty’s action, reads as follows: 


First Lieutenant Charles C. 
Conaty, chaplain One Hundred 
Fleventh Infantry. For ex- 

heroism in action 

— Crezancy, France, July, 

1918. Without regard for his 

personal safety, Chaplain Con- 

aty, under intense shelifire, fol- 
lowing the attack of his troops 
from Crezancy to the Marne 

River, attended the wounded and 

throughout the night searched 

and assisted in carrying wound- 
ed to the dressing station. 

Lieut. Conaty, who is a cousin of 
Mrs. S. E. Lynch and Mrs. Thomas 
Murphy of this city, was born in 
Bostoh, Mass., in 1890, the youngest 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Francis P. 
Conaty of that city. After graduat- 
ing from the Boston grammar school 
he took a preparatory course at La 
Salle Academy, Providence, R. I., 
and then entered Holy Cross Col- 
lege at Worcester, Mass. Following 
his graduation he went to the Amer- 
ican College at Rome to complete 
his theological studies, and was a 
student there when the war broke 
out in 1914. With scores of other 
Americans, he was ordered home, 
and completed his course at the 
3 University at Washington. 
D. C. 

He was ordained to the priesthood 
by Rt. Rev. Bishop Feehan at Fall 
River in September, 1915, and was 
assigned to St. James parish, New 
Bedford, as curate under Rev. Fr. 
Henry J. Noon. 

It was while at New Bedford that 
he volunteered as a chaplain, and 
was called to service in November, 
1917. He underwent a course of 
training at Camp Hancock, Ga., and 
a few months later went overseas as 
chaplain with the Fifty-fifth Brigade, 
Twenty-elghth Division.

SURETY COMPANY 
IS ORDERED TO PAY. 


CASE INTERESTING TO MATE. 
RIAL MEN AND CONTRAC- 
TORS DECIDED BY COURT. 


An opinion interesting to material 
men and surety companies was ren- 
dered by Judge Finlayson yesterday 
in the case of the Hammond Lum- 
ber Company against R. H. Rollins 


county highway work, and the Amer- 
ican Surety Company, sureties for the 
contractors, 

The lumber company sought to 
recover the value of materia! deliv- 
ered and used by the contractors. 
The surety company executed a bond 
for $12,638, the condition being that 
if the contractors failed to pay for 
any materia] or supplies, the surety 
company would pay the same in the 
amount nat exceeding the said sym. 

The material men and laborers 
brought suit against the surety com- 
pany, consolidating the suits. Judg- 
ment was entered against the surety 
company in this consolidated action 
and the judgment was paid. With 
interest it exceeded the penalty of 
the bond by about $3365. The surety 
company held that having paid the 
judgment and because the amount 
exceeded the sum named in the 
bond, it could not be held liable to 
‘the Hammond Lumber Company on 
its claim. 

Judge Finlayson held that it was 
no defenge to the action that the 
surety company had paid the claims 
of the material men and laborers in 
a sum larger than that nominated 
in the bond or that it imposed a 
hardship -on the surety company, 
because the latter is liable to only 
such claimants as have filed verified 
statements with the Supervisors. 

The surety company may, how- 
ever, reopen the case for further 
proceedings by showing what is the 
limit of the pro rata amount to 
which the Hammond Lumber Com- 
pany may be entitled. :

HE TEST. 

Can the people of the German Empire 
form a government which shall be truly 
representative of the will of the majority 
and which shall be honest in its aims and 
true to its promises? Are the people of the 
Germanic federation, who have never had 
any real voice in their own control, capable 
at this time of establishing a government 
which shall be competent to take its place 
among the other countries of Europe in the 
proposed League of Nations? 

The people of Germany have had prac- 
tically no part in the system of government 
that has brought about and directed the 
present war. But the people have stood 
back of their war lords and their armies. 
German soldiers have committed the un- 
speakable atrocities commanded by their 
superiors. They have been grossly deceived 
as to true conditions and have been sys- 
tematically misled as to the reasons and 
the results to be attained by this war, it 
is true—but they have shown themselves 
capable of being blinded and of submitting 
stupidly. 

The whole genius of the Teutonic peo- 
ples, as shown by their history, has been 
for co-operation, for team work under the 
lash; they have always subjected their 
wills to their leaders: they have never 
known the individual freedom and the in- 
dependence of mind exhibited by the people 
of England and France. They have never 


possessed the individualistic tendencies of 


the Slavs. 

From the days of Frederick the Great the 
German masses have been constantly sub- 
ject to overregulation; their lives, their edu- 
cation, their thinking have been dominated 
Germany has produced 
great students and thinkers; but their 
thinking has been far removed from the 
common mind of the people. It has been 
largely metaphysical and materialistic in 
tendency. Upon the doctrines of ego- 
ism and renunciation of moral responsi- 


bility, as developed by German philoso- 


phers, German autocracy has erected its the- 
ory of world domination and developed the 
“kultur” which became the religion of the 
Hohenzollern dynasty. 

The people have known their own think- 
ers only through the interpretation deliv- 
ered to them. They have been thoroughly 
inoculated with the kultur“ taught by com- 
pulsion in all the schools and universities 
of the Country. They have been trained to 
mental, mora] and physical submission un- 
til they have ceased to think for themselves 
and have accepted the ready-made thought 
delivered to them as the truth and the 
whole truth. . 

And now that Kaiserdom is about to 
end, when the false kultur“ of a self-mad 
ruler has brought the nation to ruin, have 
people of the Prussian-ruled states the will 
to throw off autocratic rule for good and 
all? Crushed as they are by the appalling 
burdens put upon them through the selfish 
scheming of unscrupulous militarists, have 
they within themselves the initiative to 
create ‘and maintain a government that 
shall be ready to deal justly at home and 
abroad? 

The United States and its allies are of- 
fering the age-oppressed people of the Ger- 
man Empire a fair chance to answer these 
questions. A just and conclusive peace can- 
not be declared until these questions are 
answered and the German people show 
themselves qualified to be free. 


O AFTER-WAR FREE TRADE! 
Capt. John D. Fredericks has sounded 
a note of warning to all loyal Republicans 
in calling their attention to the fact that 
“the President hag stated in his now fa- 
mous fourteen declarations of America's 
purpose in this war that there should be 


free trade between all the nations of the. 


world. But there is no question that the 
great majority of the American people do 
not believe in free trade or in the lowering 
of our standards of living that would result 
if we put our labor on an equal basis with 
the labor of the rest of the world.” Capt. 
Fredericks points out that the Republican 
party has been behind the President in 
every blow struck for the supremacy of 
American ideals in fhis war; but he says 
that the parting of the ways must come if 
there is an attempt to make free trade one 
of the conditions of an international peace. 
There is a certain safeguard against hav- 
ing the country lapse into free trade at 
the conclusion of the war, according to 
Capt. Fredericks, and that is to place the 
Republican party in power again in both 
houses of Congress. Free trade has always 
appealed to the masses in this country when 
an era of unprecedented prosperity has 
brought with it an increase in the cost of 
living.

As long as the question 
of a tariff schedule is settled in the Amer“ 
can Congress there is little danger of last- 
ing Injury; for What one Congress does an- 
other Congress can undo. But let the 
United States place its signature to a free 
trade agreement in making treaties with the 
other Allied nations, and perhaps with Ger- 
many as well, and there will be no turning 
back. Business stagnation would be cer- 
tain to follow; but prosperity could not be 
wooed back by returning to a policy of pro- 
tection. America would be bound by that 
agreement. If she were to attempt to with- 
draw from it, to repudiate her signature, the 
other nations would remind her quickly 
enough that internatlonal treaties are some- 
thing else than mere scraps of paper. 5

“Delirium of joy,” “frenzied delight,” in 
war-devastated and 


Hun-stricken regions! Their lot for four 
years and over bas been one of tragedy 
and tears. And now soldier and civilian 
voices are singing in unison a psalm of 
thanksgiving to the first major strains of 
music in the war-song of la Belle France. 
In this new French and Belgian jubilate, 
moreover, is no discordant note. The joy 
of victory after the first battle of the Marne 
was tempered with a,heavy foreboding of a 
still unbroken menace. In the deliverance 


of Northern France from the foreign yoke 


is seen only the final defeat of the oppressor 
and the dawn of the promised day of peace. 
Expectant eyes behold the silver lining of 
the passing cloud of war, illumined by the 
hidden but eternal sunshine.

One more point deserves emphasizing in 
connection with the paeans of joy and 
thanksgiving that are ringing today from 
the cities of Belgium and Northern France. 


But for the strong, determined stand taken

doctor comes, And masks. Dr. 
Woods Hutchinson is quoted as say- 
ing that the only possible prevent- 


ive is the mask. No drug, he says, 


has any effect on the disease. The 
Board of Health comes forth with 
an urgent appeal that everyone wear 
masks—and masks it is! 

These masks cover the nose and 
mouth. They are made of two lay- 
ers of fine gauze with absorbent 
cotton between and tie round the 
back of the head with tapes. The 
Red Cross is busy making them by 
the thousand and they are being 
sold on the streets, in the cars, in 
hotél] lobbies and stores for 10 
cents—and San Francisco is acquir- 
ing them frantically. Every third 

rson one meets is wearing one. 
The effect is very Yashmaky—only 
the eyes being visible. Motormen 
and conductors are all to be masked 
today. Salesgirls in stores nearly 
all have them already. Restaurants 
are the queerest sight, with diners 
whose masks are raised just high 
enough to pop a fork’s worth of food 
in the mouth. 

Of course there are masks and 
masks. The piquant little San 
Franciscan demoiselle hastened to 
design hers with a dash—she tries 
combining antiseptic gauze with her 
chic veil. She tries them in black, 
which looks very masqueradish. Or 


she affects an entire gauze veil over 


her hat, tled close round her neck, 
reeking of eucalyptus. Or she has 
a veritable Yashmak of gauze hung 
Persian-wise over her little nose 
and hanging round her shoulders. 
The men look like “the morning 
after“ —one could so easily suspect 
broken noses and dislocated chins. 
Stern printed cards meet the eye 


on counters, over telephones, on of- 


fice desk Where is your mask?“ 
Anyone minus a mask is regarded 
with alarm—rather like a mad dog 
and potential rabies. 

Tiny children are fitted with 
masks—and don't like it. They 


slide them down round their necks. 


or up over their foreheads, the while 
frantic young mothers hiss mufled 
admonition through their own 
masks. 

The masks are a great handicap 
to scintillating conversations. Voices 
sound muffled and murderous. A 
flirtation in masks is well nigh im- 
possible. A pair of dancing eyes 
above a mask are most effective— 
bnt few wearers of masks have 
dancing eyes. They are all too anx- 
fous. In fact San Francisco is tak- 
ing it hard. Much harder than Los 
Angeles. If some hardy soul jokes 
about it he is promptly snubbed. It 
is no laughing matter. And San 
Francisco is not a city of homes—it 
is a city of apartment-houses, thea- 
ters and cafes. And staying at home 
in an apartment-house lacks glam- 
or. San Francisco was very ready 
to go right on laughing and playing 
and ignoring the unpleasant “flu”— 
it would gladly have disbe- 
lieved in it with a little encourage- 
ment. But the Board of Heath in- 
junctions and admonitions were a 
blow between the eyes—and San 
Francisco is frankly scared stiff. 
The Red Cross has sent out an, 


80.8. call for emergency nurses, 


every doctor has been mobilized, the 
drug stores are besieged with a long 
line of anxious purchasers, and San 
Francisco is not laughing at Los 
Angeles today. When I assure them 
that we have taken it very calmly 
down south, and that I never saw 
a mask before I came to gay, insou- 
clant San Francisco, they can't be- 
lieve me. They had been told we 
had lost our heads down there long 
ago. They are going to make me 
wear a mask in spite of my pro- 
tests. Two thoughtful friends have 
presented me with them already. I 
shall not be allowed to associate 
with anyone if I don't. And it-is 
hot weather—one simply cooks. It 
has come to the place when one is 
in danger of being arrested for be- 
ing insufficiently clad without a 
mask. But I feel like a Persian 
hourt in mine. I want to wink se- 
ductively over the top of it-—but 
fellow-mask-wearers evidently have 
small confidence in their masks and 
responsive twinkles are non est. I 
have been advising all my frisky 
San Francisco friends to go to Los 
Angeles for a good time, where we 
manage the flu instead of letting the 
flu manage us. They gaze at me 
reproachfully over their masks and 
snort as best they can through two 
— of gauze and absorbent cot- 
ton. 

San Francisco has been warned 


that it is in for six weeks of this. 


The city doesn’t know what on 


earth to do with itself. Beyond ex- 


changing sure remedies, all the way 
from hot toddies to atomizers, pref- 
erably over a medicated phone, 
they have no recreation. And San 
Franciscans are such sociable bes- 
gars, they love to congregate in 
merry crowds and love their neigh- 
bors as themselves. And now the 
grim flu is haunting them and they 


can't think of anything but germ 


bogies. When these high-spirited 


people get the blues and the flues 


they go right down to the bottom. 
Nobody loves them and they might 
as well go home to bed.

San Francisco could never 
stay dead for six weeks.
